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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5, 8, 9, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Leistenschmeider (US Patent 5017847). 

Claims 1 and 8,Leistenschneider teaches an apparatus and method for adjusting 
the sensitivity of rain sensor used in a wiper device comprising a control device 9, a 
sensor 1 , and a vehicle speed sensor 10, wherein the control device adjusts the 
sensitivity of the sensor based on the output of the speed sensor, see column 4 lines 4- 
47. 

Claims 2 and 9, Leistenschneider describes that the sensitivity of the rain sensor 
increases when the vehicle speed is low, see column 4 lines 37-42. 

Claims 5 and 12, Leistenschneider describes that the sensitivity of the sensor in 
adjusted in a single wiping cycle, see the background/summary of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 3, 4, 7, 10, 11, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Leistenschneider (US patent 5017847). 

Leistenschneider discloses the claimed except for the speed values and the time 
intervals. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to choose specific speed values and time intervals, since it has 
been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only 
routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F. 26272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 6 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The documents cited in form PTO-892 teach other rain sensors 
that adjust its sensitivity based on vehicle speed.
